Merging With Department of 
Physical and Health 
Education 



The Margaret Eaton school, for 
year.s Toronto’s outstanding centre 
of physical and health education for 
women, is to be merged with the 
University of Toronto, according to 
an announcement by President H. 

J. Cody. The school will become 
part of the university s department 
of ph>’sical and health education, 
established in 1940. 

The Margaret Eaton school \Vas 
named after the late Mrs. Timothy 
Eaton, and was established in 1906, 
being known as the Margaret Eaton 
School of Literatiure and Expres- 
sion. the name being changed in 
1926. 

Courses of study have kept pace 
with changing customs and social 
conditions. Many leading physical 
directors and instructresses ha\e 
been turned out. 

Several members of thq school 
.staff. including Mrs. Florep.ee 
Somers, director since 1934. have 
been appointed to university posi- 
tion*; The present facilities at 
Yongc St. and McGill St. will be a 
welcome addition to the ph>sical 
and health education department, 
according to university officials. 

They include a fine gymnasium, 
swimming pool, dancing studio and 
lecture and social rooms. Students 
now at the school, it was announced, 
will complete their courses in con- 
junction with the university, and 
will receive their Margaret Eaton 
school diploma.
